Announcement was made at 


Berlin today that 'German avia-| 
tors have 
reported .that 
the 


French are moving the large guns 
mounted on the forts behind Vei- 
dun to the reaij and that several 
of the emplacements to the west, 
threatened by the advance of the 
Germans down the Meuse river, 
have been evacuated. 


Paris this morning 
admitted 


the capture of Mauhuelles, a 
strongly fortified village in the 
Woevre 'plains, southeast of Ver- 
dun, and a temporary success for 
the Germans in Lorraine. The 
French declare that in a counter 
attack they attained the western 
boundary of the village, which 
they now hold under their fire. 


New Piutfe Developing. 


The comparative lull that pre- 


vailed for some hours before the 
renewal of the intense artillery 
fire reported today, indicated that 
a new phase o£*the battle might 
be developing. As a whole, the 
German attack, while still conti- 
nuing, has apparently less driv- 
ing power, while the pressure is 
being shifted from point to point. 


The possioifity is 'being indicat- 


ed by military observers that the 
crown prince's armies are gather- 
ing their forces for a new and 
concentrated attack at some se- 
lected point, and thak the thrusts 
now being made here and there 
are for the purpose of 
picking 


out the weakest spot in the ex- 
tended line- The Germans, it i« 
noted, need lime to cmplacc their 
heavy guns and

French Counter Attacks.

The German attack at

Germans Are Repulsed. 


Huge masses of men arc being 


thrown against the French lines 
on the Woevre plain between Eix 
and Manheullc1*, but the war of- 
fice claims that the German as- 
saults were repulsed there. 


French military experts, who 


hold that the battle of Verdun is 
drawing to a close, base their be- 
lief upon the fact that the Ger- 
mans have nearly exhausted the 
immense supplies of men and mu- 
nitions that wore concentrated 
north of the fortress for the drive-

This Was followcdfby the discus- 


sion of the subject of Principles 
of Feeding led by; Mr. Pollock.

of the dairy animal, the proper 
amount and proportions-of the ra- 
tion could 
be determined. This 


was illustrated by a practical ex- 
ample. 


How To Cook 


The domestic 'science depart- 


ment, -was attended well and much 
interest was shown. The morning 
session was taken, up by a discus- 
sion of Farm M:eats and Their 
Preparation led by Miss Okey. She 
divided the farm meats into two 
i classes, tough and tender and il- 
lustrated the methods of cooking 
both so us to render the most pala- 
table and digestible. By means of 
charts she illustrated the different 
cuts of meats and classified them 
as tough or tender according to 
their nature. An interesting com- 
parison of the food values of meat 
as compared with milk, eggs, and 
oysters was made at this point. A 
pound of beef was declared to 
equal, in food value, one quart of 
milk, or 8 or 9 eggs, or a quart of 
oysters. In connection with this 
the price of these foods was also 
compared. 


Practical Demonstrations 


In the afternoon Miss Grebcr 


took up the subject of Eggs and 
illustrated the different 
methods 


of preparation as a single article 
of food and in combination with 
other foods. 


Cooking to preserve the best 


quality and maintain ease of di- 
gestibility was also illustrated and 
explained. Omelets and custards 
\vi>re made and explained. 


Dress also came in for consider- 


ation at the afternoon session. U 
was explained that dress was first 
used as an ornament in the savage 
state and later came to be used be- 


cause of modesty and desire for 
ornament. The influence of condi- 
tions and history was also explain- 
ed and attention called to the 
present prevailing military modes 
due to the influence of the war 
abroad. The speaker advised the 
use of garments adapted to health 
and convenience rather than the 
dictates of fashion.

Malthua' Theory of Population. 


Thomas Robert Malthas' "Essay 


on the Principle of Population as 
It Affects the Future Improvement 
of 
Society" was first published 


anonymously in 1798. Its main the- 
sis was that population at all times 
has tended to outrun subsistence; 
therefore there could be "no per- 
manent amelioration of the lot of 
the lower classes." 
The effect of 


the promulgation of this theory was, 
of course, vast, as statesmen had 
hitherto taken it for granted al- 
waj's that increase in population 
was an unqualified advantage to the 
state. In 1803 Maltlnis published 
another edition of his essay, and in 
this and later editions he emphasiz- 
ed the necessity for the prevention 
of overpopulation rather than the 
pessimistic assumptions of the ear- 
lier edition.—Xcw York Times.

the ground that it imposes i\ irovornmenliil burden on one pjirlieular 
class of people to the exclusion of the great mass of people. This is 
Undoubtedly true-. It is a tax wl«ieh catches 11 few rich men and 
allows the middle and poorer classes to escape. 


The faet that .'ill income tax reaches the well-to-do and wealthy 


and exempts men of moderate means is, after all, nothing to its 
credit. The only thing that can be said in favor of any income tax 


ifc that it nets as sort of a levcler, its tendency is to even things up, 
it eompeLs the nch to pa\ for the benefits oi «on eminent more nearly 
fnproportion to the benefits they receive and, to this extent, to lighten 
the burdens of the poor in proportion 1o the benefits they receive 
from government. 


For this reason income tuxes aie popular with the great mass of 


people simply because the great mass oi people <lo not have incomes
